SUBCOMITE JULY 12 CONCLUDED GENERAL DEBATE ON TTPI, AFTER 
HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPS OF AUSTRALIA AND IRAQ, AND WILL MEET 
AGAIN, AT TIME TO BE ANNOUNCED, TO CONSIDER ITS DRAFT REPORT ON 
AMERICAN SAMOA AND GUAM. 

CAMPBELL (AUSTRALIA) REFERRED TO CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS MADE BY 
MICRONESIANS, SAID FINAL NEGOTIATIONS SHOULD NOW BE ARRANGED ON 
FUTURE STATUS, NOTED WITH PLEASURE EFFICIENCY WITH WHICH CONGRESS 
OF MICRONESIA COULD ACT ON QUESTION OF LAND USE, AND WAS ENCOURAGED 
BY SEN. KENDALL'S STATEMENT IN TC THAT TENTATIVE AGREEMENT 
WOULD BE REACHED REGARDING FUTURE FINANCIAL SUPPORT. HE EXPECTED 
FURTHER ADVANCE IN LOCLAIZATION
